1. Claims 11-14 are pending in the application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 1-14, renumbered as claims 1-4, are allowed since the applicants have filed a 
terminal disclaimer to overcome ODP rejection and furthermore, due to their persuasive 
arguments regarding lack of teachings and motivation in the two cited references to 
prepare the instant pharmaceutical composition containing detectable amount of 4- 
amino-3-propionylphenyl-1,4'-bipiperidine-1'-carboxylate. Thus, all rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) and ODP are now withdrawn.
